POPULATION  ESTIMATES  FOR  NORTH  CAROLINA 
MUNICIPALITIES  AND  PROVISIONAL  ESTIMATES  FOR  COUNTIES 

1976  Permanent  Resident  Population 
(Including  the  1976  Population  Living  in  Areas  Annexed  Through  July  1,  1977) 

This  report  presents  estimates  of  the  1976  permanent  resident  population  of  North  Carolina,  each  of  its 
100  counties,  and  incorporated  places,  along  with  tables  indicating  growth  rates,  components  of  change,  and 
rankings  of  the  largest  and  fastest  growing  municipalities. 

The  municipal  and  county  estimates  were  prepared  in  fulfillment  of  the  requirements  of  North  Carolina 
General  Statute  105-472,  which  states  in  part,  "The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Administration  shall  annually 
cause  to  be  prepared  and  shall  certify  to  the  Secretary  of  Revenue  such  reasonably  accurate  population  estimates 
of  all  counties  and  municipalities  in  the  State  as  may  be  practicably  developed,"  and  North  Carolina  General 
Statute  136-41.1  (as  amended  by  the  1975  General  Assembly)  which  states  in  part,  "This  annual  estimate  of 
population  shall  include  increases  in  the  population  within  municipalities  caused  by  annexations  accomplished 
through  July  1  of  the  calendar  year  in  which  these  funds  are  distributed." 

The  county  and  state  estimates  were  developed  as  a  cooperative  effort  between  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the 
Census  and  the  Demographic  Research  Group,  N.  C.  Division  of  State  Budget  and  Management.  These  are  published 
separately,  along  with  a  brief  description  of  methodology,  in  Current  Population  Reports  P-26,  No.  16-33,  issued 
August  1977  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census.  The  county  and  state  estimates  for  1~976~are  provisional  and  will 
be  revised  in  1978  when  more  complete  data  are  available. 

Municipal  estimates  were  developed  within  the  State  Budget  office  with  data  input  and/or  technical  assistance 
from  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  the  Public  Health  Statistics  Branch  of  the  North  Carolina  Department 
of  Human  Resources,  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  the  various  municipalities  of 
North  Carolina. 

Initial  estimates  were  updates  of  the  1970  population  base  and  were  developed  by  procedures  uniformly 
standardized  for  data  input  and  methodology.  Five  methods  were  used  to  produce  separate  estimates  of  the 
1976  population  of  municipalities  and  a  mean  of  these  numbers  was  used  as  the  initial  estimate  for  each 
municipality.  Initial  estimates  were  submitted  to  the  municipalities  for  review  and  comment.  For  those  few 
cases  in  which  initial  estimates  were  significantly  different  from  those  developed  by  local  officials  and  in  which 
additional  accurate  local  data  sources  (such  as  a  local  census  or  housing  count)  were  available  to  substantiate 
the  difference,  new  estimates  were  computed  utilizing  these  additional  sources. 

For  any  study  of  recent  population  trends  for  a  particular  municipality,  it  is  strongly  recommended  that 
only  the  most  recent  estimate  be  compared  with  the  1970  census  as  an  indication  of  change.  Any  one  in  possession 
of  municipal  population  estimates  for  1972-1976  should  realize  that  the  methodology  for  estimating  population 
has  been  subject  to  improvements  and  changes  from  year  to  year  and  fluctuations  in  population  for  a  city  between 
estimate  years  might  well  be  due  to  techniques  of  estimation.  However,  relative  changes  between  any  two  cities 
are  meaningful  since  the  same  methodology  is  applied  to  each  city  each  year. 


METHODOLOGY  FOR  MUNICIPAL  POPULATION  ESTIMATION 


Five  methods  are  utilized  to  independently  estimate  the  population  of  municipalities  in  North  Carolina. 
These  methods  are  based  on  varying  assumptions  about  trends  in  population  growth  and  on  alternative  data  series. 
The  five  procedures  are  described  as  follows: 


METHOD  I.     PARTITIONED  CHANGE 

This  method  assumes  that  areas  more  recently  incorporated  into  the  city  limits  of  a  municipality  may  grow 
at  different  rates  from  the  core  city  which  was  in  existence  in  1960.  The  growth  of  these  areas  is  dependent 
upon  the  trend  in  the  proportion  of  population  in  each  area  to  the  county  total  as  reflected  in  prior  censuses 
and  recently  reported  annexations. 

The  existing  municipality  is  partitioned  into  three  geographical  areas: 

(1)  The  60-city  or  area  enclosed  by  the  1960  corporate  limits, 

(2)  Any  area  annexed  between  1960  and  1970, 

(3)  Any  area  annexed  between  April  1,  1970  and  July  1,  1977. 

Each  area  is  assumed  to  grow  exponentially  at  a  different  rate.  The  rationale  for  three  different  growth 
rates  is  based  upon  the  assumption  that  an  absolute  decline  in  the  population  of  any  annexed  area  is  unlikely; 
annexation  typically  encompasses  a  growing  region.  Each  of  the  three  growth  rates  is  calculated  on  an  annual 
basis  and  applied  for  the  appropriate  length  of  time  to  reach  a  July  1,  1976  date.  For  example,  the  time  of 
growth  from  April  1,  1970  to  July  1,  1976  is  6.25  years. 

(1)  Growth  of  the  60-City 

For  municipalities  smaller  than  50,000,  the  fraction  of  the  county  population  living  in  the 
60-city  in  1976  is  determined  by  the  6.25-year  growth  of  that  fraction  of  the  county  population 
living  in  the  60-city  in  1970,  the  annual  rate  of  growth  being  that  of  the  1960-70  decade.  This 
1976  estimate  for  the  60-city 's  share  of  the  1976  county  population  is  multiplied  by  the  1976 
county  estimate  to  determine  a  60-city  estimate  for  1976. 

For  municipalities  larger  than  50,000,  the  1976  population  of  the  60-city  is  determined  by 
the  6.25-year  growth  of  the  60-city  from  1970  to  1976,  the  annual  growth  rate  being  that  of 
the  1960-70  decade. 

(2)  Growth  of  Areas  Annexed  Between  1960  and  1970 

The  rate  of  growth  assumed  for  that  part  of  the  city  annexed  between  1960  and  1970  depends 
on  the  value  of  the  percentage  change  in  county  population  between  1960  and  1970  and  the 
percentage  change  in  the  non  municipal  part  of  the  county  for  the  same  decade.  Thus,  if  the 
county  balance"  has  a  negative  growth  rate,  it  is  disregarded  and  in  its  place  is  substituted  the 
overall  county  growth  rate,  provided  that  rate  is  positive.  If  the  county  growth  rate  is  also  negative, 
then  no  change  is  made  in  the  population  of  the  area  annexed  between  1960  and  1970,  indicating 
no  growth  yet  no  decline. 

(3)  Growth  of  Areas  Annexed  Between  April  1,  1970  and  July  1,  1977 

The  population  in  areas  annexed  from  April  1,  1970  through  July  1,  1977  is  estimated  from 
yearly  survey  forms  returned  by  the  municipalities  to  this  office  and  from  data  reported  by  the 
U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Census.  These  estimates,  which  are  made  for  varying  points  in  time,  are  adjusted 
to  a  July  1,  1976  date  using  the  same  growth  rates  as  in  the  two  cases  above.  (If  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census  has  made  available  an  updated  1970  count  of  the  entire  city,  including  later  annexed 
areas,  that  actual  count  of  the  annexed  area  as  it  existed  in  1970  is  used.) 

Yearly  annexations  are  allowed  to  grow  to  July  1,  1976  at  the  same  rate  as  determined  in 
part  (2).  Annexations  in  1977  are  extrapolated  backward  to  the  1976  date. 

he  resulting  estimates  of  the  three  separate  areas  of  Method  I  are  added  together  to  yield  an  estimate 
of  the  1976  population  of  the  entire  municipality. 
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METHOD  II.   CHANGING  PROPORTIONS 


This  method  assumes  that  the  growth  rate  of  the  city  is  uniform  and  is  based  on  the  trend  between  1960 
and  1970  in  the  proportion  of  population  in  the  city  to  the  county  population. 

The  proportion  of  the  city  to  county  population  is  calculated  for  1960  and  1970  and  an  annual  rate  of 
change  of  that  proportion  is  determined.  The  resulting  annual  rate  of  change  is  applied  for  6.25  years  to  the 
1970  proportion  to  yield  a  1976  ratio  of  city  to  county  population,  which  is  then  multiplied  by  the  1976 
county  estimate.  Recently  annexed  population  is  added,  resulting  in  a  1976  city  estimate. 

Note:  If  there  have  been  no  annexations  since  1970,  Method  II  yields  the  same  result  as  Method  I, 
in  which  case  the  resulting  estimate  is  used  only  once  in  the  final  averaging  procedure. 

METHOD  III.    CONSTANT  PROPORTION 

This  method  assumes  that  the  proportion  of  the  population  of  the  city  to  the  county  is  the  same  as  it 
was  in  1970  except  for  any  reported  annexations  since  that  date,  which  are  accounted  for  separately. 

A  1976  estimate  is  derived  under  the  assumption  that  the  city's  proportion  of  the  1976  estimated  county 
population  is  the  same  as  the  city  s  proportion  of  the  1970  county  population.  To  this  number  is  added  any 
population  annexed  since  1970  or  since  the  date  of  a  later  Census  Bureau  determination  of  annexed  population. 

METHOD  IV.   COMPONENTS  OF  CHANGE  (IRS) 

This  procedure  referred  to  as  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  (IRS)  method,  utilizes  a  very  useful  source  of 
data  which  is  otherwise  unavailable:  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  estimates  for  1975  which  are  updated  one 
year  for  growth  and  adjusted  for  recent  annexations  to  obtain  another  1976  municipal  population  estimate. 

In  producing  population  estimates  for  Federal  Revenue  Sharing,  the  Census  Bureau  obtained  estimates  of 
births,  deaths,  and  migration  (the  three  components  of  population  change)  for  the  period  1970  to  1975.  The 
migration  component  was  estimated  from  a  match  of  individual  Federal  Income  Tax  returns  for  two  years,  which 
indicated  a  move  when  different  addresses  were  shown  for  the  two  years.  Estimated  births  and  deaths  and  changes 
in  institutional  or  military  population  within  the  corporate  limits,  together  with  the  estimate  of  migration, 
determined  a  municipal  population  estimate  for  1975  which  is  the  current  basis  for  Federal  Revenue  Sharing. 
A  more  complete  explanation  of  this  methodology  and  the  city  estimates  are  published  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census  in  Current  Population  Reports,  P-25,  No.  681. 

METHOD  V.   UPDATE  OF  1975  ESTIMATES 

This  method  assumes  that  last  year's  population  estimate  was  reliable  and  extrapolates  that  estimate  one 
year  to  reflect  growth.  Any  newly  annexed  population  is  added. 

For  Cities  with  Annexations  since  1970  Totalling  Less  Than  40%  of  the  1970  Population: 

Using  the  1970  and  estimated  1975  municipal  populations,  an  annual  growth  rate  is  determined 
and  applied  and  recent  annexations  included  to  yield  a  1976  estimate. 

For  Cities  with  Annexations  since  1970  Totalling  40%  or  More  of  the  1970  Population: 

The  assumption  is  made  that  the  city  in  1976  comprises  the  same  fraction  of  the  county  population 
as  estimated  in  1975  and  any  additional  annexed  areas  are  added. 


These  five  methods  are  then  averaged  to  yield  the  initial  1976  population  estimate.  Because  Method  II  does 
not  take  explicit  account  of  all  annexations,  it  is  dropped  from  the  average  if  the  total  annexed  population 
between  1970  and  1975  is  greater  than  5%  of  the  1970  population. 

Finally,  if  a  city  has  had  a  recent  special  census,  that  information  is  also  utilized  and  the  estimate  adjusted 
accordingly,  depending  upon  the  proximity  of  the  census  date  to  the  estimate  date.
